A financial journal that has been 
delving into the mysteries of past ages 
anil the histories of other nations quite 
recently printed a -facsimile of a Chi¬ 
nese treasury note of tlie year 1807, 
probably the oldest piece of paper mon¬ 
ey lu existence. Tills note xvns found 
Inst January nlong with other valu¬ 
ables In a bronze statue of Buddha 
which stood ln a temple within tlie en¬ 
closure of the summer palace of the 
Doxvager Empress of China. Italian 
soldiers engaged in looting broke a 
hole ln the base of the figure and the 
paper money tumbled out along xvltli 
gold, silver and brass coins, lentils, 
rice, rolls of prayers, etc. The note was 
Issued, according to the printing on it, 
“by the board of revenue of tlie Em¬ 
peror Hung IVu ln the year 1307” and 
its value is stnted to be “250 taels’’ 
(about !j>l(i7). It professed to be redeem 
able ln silver bullion.”

A new idea in serving poached eggs is 
to pour browned butter over the toast 
before putting the eggs on it and then 
sprinkling the whole with finely chopped 
pickle. 

The Italian way of serving salmon is 
to place the boiled fish ou a platter bor¬ 
dered with macaroni.

There are often 
as many as GO young men and women 
employed in it. From 300 to 400 letters
